“Immediately  after  the  American 
victory  on  the  field  the  American 
flag  was  raised  no  the  flag  pole,  an 
honor  always  accorded  the  country 
of  the  winning  team. 

“Considerable  friction  had  develop- 
ed during  the  game,  the  French  play- 
ers often  were  penalized  for  undue 
roughness.  The  French  crowd  was 
unjustly  harsh  in  its  jeering  of  the 
American  players,  and  thousands  of 
Frenchmen  waving  heavy-headed 
canes  rushed  onto  the  field  after  the 
Americans  had  beaten  the  French 
team,  17  to  3. 

“Then  came  the  raising  of  the  stars 
and  stripes  on  the  victory  pole. 
Americans  in  the  audience,  outnum- 
bered a hundred  to  one,  raised  hats 
and  cheered  for  the  American  emblem. 
French  men  answered  with  jeers.  An 
American  photographer  who  attempt- 
ed to  take  a picture  of  the  flag  was 
knocked  down  and  his  camera  de- 
stroyed. 

“Two  art  students,  B.  F.  Larsen  of 
Provo,  Utah,  and  Gideon  William 
Nelson  of  DeKalb,  111.,  rushed  to  the 
flagpole,  around  which  were  grouped 
what  few  Americans  were  on  the 
field.  Hundreds  of  infuriated  French 
men  charged  on  the  group.  Larsen 
and  Nelson,  without  even  canes  in 
their  hands  for  protection,  faced  the 
excited  Frenchmen.  Both  Americans 
were  badly  pounded  and  both  were 
knocked  unconscious.  Nelson  was 


Larsen  was  not  hurt  badly,  and  with 
the  American  team  was  escorted  out 
of  the  stadium  under  police  protec- 
tion. 

“Just  to  show  that  Americans  are 
good  sports  the  American  team  can- 
celled its  banquet  and  accepted  the 
invitation  of  the  French  to  attend 
their  banquet.” 

Bent  F.  Larsen  is  associate  pro- 
fessor of  art  at  the  Brigham  Young 
University,  absent  on  leave  for  a 
year.  Profesor  Larsen  left  Provo 
last  fall,  going  to  Paris,  where  he 
studied  art  for  a short  time,  and  then 
went  to  Italy.  According  to  Mrs. 
Larsen  he  arrived  in  Venice  April  28, 
and  expected  to  remain  there  a week 
and  to  go  to  Verona  and  Milan  be., 
fore  returning  to  the  northern  part 
of  Europe.  He  expected  to  visit 
Dresden,  Berlin,  the  Bague  and  Brus- 
sels before  going  back  to  Paris,  which 
according  to  his  last  letter,  received 
by  Mrs.  Larsen,  was  scheduled  for 
June  1st. 

Mrs.  Larsen  was  disinclined  to  be- 
lieve the  press  report  from  Paris  that 
her  husband  had  been  injured.  She 
thought  probably  it  was  another  man,  ' 
as  she  thinks  Professor  Larsen  is  now- 
in  Germany.

The  Utah  Agricultural  College  suc- 
cessfully cornered  the  state  honors  in 
the  state  meet  held  Saturday  on  the 
A.  C.  field.  The  Farmers  easily 
swamped  the  Utah  crew  and  the  “Y” 
cinder  men,  emerging  victorious  with 
a score  of  67  1-3  points.  Utah  finish- 
ed second  with  42  points  while  the 
Y”  came  third  with  34  2-3  points. 

Six  new  state  records  and  one  con- 
ference record  were  set  in  the  meet. 
Broad  jump,  javelin,  pole  vault,  mile 
relay,  discus  and  440  yard  dash,  all 
went  down  for  new  records  in  the 
big  meet. 

Ike  Young  again  proved  the  equal 
of  Webster  when  both  men  tied  for 
first  place  at  12  feet  2>y2  inches,  break- 
ing the  Rocky  Mountain  Conference 
record  in  doing  so. 

Captain  Maeser  pushed  the  state 
record  for  the  discus  for  a new  mark 
when  he  tossed  the  plate- 126  feet  5 3-4 
inches.  Sterling  Anderson  of  the  A. 
C.  broke  the  440  yard  dash  when  he 
covered  the  distance  in  51  1-5  sec- 
onds. Wullstein  of  Utah,  broke  the 
javelin  record,  heaving  the  stick  165 
feet  4 inches.  The  Aggie  relay  team 
clipped  the  state  record  for  this  event 
down  to  3:33. 

Vic  Watkins  hung  up  a good  record 
in  the  meet  when  he  leaped  22  feet 
9y2  inches. 

Dave  Pearce  winning  the  220  for 
the  “Y”  pulled  a big  surprise  when 
he  crossed  the  tape  after  a fine  sprint 
which  defeated  Baker  and  Jewkes 
who  were  striving  against  each  other 
for  honors  when  Pearce  tore  across 
the  line  a first  place  winner. 

The  Utah  Aggies  took  first  place  in 
six  events,  the  100  yard  dash,  440  yard 
run,  high  jump,  mile  relay,  two  mile 
run  and  880  yard  run.  Utah  won  out 
in  the  broad  jump,  shot  put,  120  yard 
hurdles,  220  yard  low  hurdles  and  the 
javelin.  The  Cougars  won  first  in  the 
discus,  the  mile  run,  220  yard  dash 
and  880  yard  relay.
